At such a 
lime the teacher should keep a cool 
hen', and not speak until ho is reas- 
cnaMy sure of hi.s fnmud. ilo should 
take Into consideraii( n the eirtum- 
stanoea aurrounding the question and 
decide aeeordiag to Ma beat Jadge- 
ment not permitting his mind to be 
biased by pleadings or argumentts 
that liave no weight. If he niakw a 
mistake ho should not hcaltate to 
acknowledge It aad avoid a Itka arror 
in the fatora. 

In this way aaoh daalaloo ftorma r. 
i>re>i deiit for future action so that in 
tliiii all-lost every important matter 
liav. re "i-ed consideration and 
questions may be decided In the light 
of p rer i oaa oaaa vhoaa floaaaqoences 
are kaowa. Tkas aipartaaa gives 
us wiadom. 

Such matters as the arrun;;ement

his team and perhape his taaipar.
